Gitlow’s name on the.-ballots. It also 
was announced that a.series of protest 
meetings had been planned, the first 
two. of which will be held in Union 
Square Friday afternoon and in thé 
Manhattan Lyceum, 66 East Fourth 
Street. It also- was said that several 
labor. unions had offered support, in- 
cluding Locals 22 and 29 of the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union

“I am absolutely opposed to the en- 
actment of laws which encourage tbe 
destruction of personal liberty beyond 
the point where personal liberty must be 
limited in the interest of the general 
good. Blue laws are as foreign to my 
ymake-up das sharp practice in business. 
I agree that we have too many laws, 
and that already we have probably gone 
too far in the restriction of personal:lib- 
erty. Nevertheless, when a law becomes 
a law it is to be respected and enforced, 
and I want to make the distinction 
clear. 

“I do not. favor the lax enforcement 
of’ law. but I do favor’fewer laws, es- 
pecially of the type which restrict the 
personal. liberty of our citizens and 
prove obnoxious and unnecessary in the 
daily lives of the community.

FOREIGN EDUCATION. 

Militant nationalism, in China as in 
India, makes no exception for one for- 
eign influence to which Asiatic na- 
tionalism is heavily indebted. Foreign 
schools and missionary effort are too 
frequently condemned as part of the 
entire obnoxious scheme of alien dom- 
ination. In the height of rhetorical 
passion the missionary is denounced 
as ‘the advance agent of Western im- 
perialjsm. ‘Yet it is in the schools 
built up im China by missionary ef- 
fort that many of the leaders of mili- 
t Young China have received their 
ning, and even imbibed the ideals 
and“values for which they are now 
fighting. - THomas F. Mriuuarp perti- 
nently \remarks: 

How could. course in American 
political. science be taught in a school 
in China without putting a lot of new 
political ideas into the minds. of the 
Chinese youths who.attend the-classes? 
And. once these {ideas were firmly 
implanted with hundreds of thou- 
sands: of Chinese, How was it possible 
to prevent them from trying to turn 
them to-account-and to apply them to 
the political reconstruction of their 
eown nation? 

It is the ineyitable result of educa- 
tion that the pupil shall attain ma- 
turity and strike out for himself, The 
leaders of a self-conscious China 
might find sufficient justification in 
that without resorting to the untrue 
charge ‘that the foreign schools are 
part ot a general conspiracy for en- 
slaving the East to the Oceident, The] 
missionary and educational workers in 
China are, as a matter of fact, under 
heavy fire from both sides. Native 
opinion regards them as enemies. 
Foreign opinion of the “ hard-boiled °’ 
kind regards the missionary with his 
‘humanitarian ideals as a nuisance and 
the foreign school as a source of na- 
tive discontent and unrest.

The ca dispatch of Walter Duranty 
from Moscow:telling us something about 
the system of Soviet elections in Russia 
states, among other things, that “the 
Bolsheviki claim the system of the Com- 
munist Party—now numbering upward 
of three-quarters of a million—is -the 
most genuinely democratic in the world.” 

As a correspondent Mr. -Duranty. is, of 
course, perfectly right in withholding 
all personal comment on this statement 
of the Communists and in confining him- 
self. to the mere transmission of the 
news, especially since he has been sensi- 
ble enough to go into a very careful 
and illuminating analysis of the actual 
system of machine, control, a careful 
reading of which will convince even an 
idiot that there is. not a trace of truth 
in the claim of the Bolsheviki that their 
system is “the most genuinely demo- 
cratic in the world’ For this our sin- 
cere thanks are due to Mr. Duranty.

MORE BRITISH GOLD 
COMING TO NEW YORK 


Bank of England Announces An- 
other Sale—$6,000,000 on 
Its Way Here. 


LONDON, Oct. 13 (#).—The Bank of 
England today announced the sale of 
£749,000 worth of bar gold, following 
the sale yesterday of £784,000 worth. 
In the London money market it is be- 
lieved that the bulk of these purchases 
is for shipment to America, which is 
said to be a cheaper way of transmit- 
ting funds than by buying exchange, 
in view of the present exchange level 
between London and New York. 

It is understood that the British fin- 
ancial authorities are not perturbed by 
the. present afflux of gold. They are 
credited with having hinted that they 
are prepared to turn loose several thou- 
sands of pounds worth more before re- 
sorting to measures to prevent the out- 


flow, as they are anxious to give the 
gold standard +. thorough tryout. 


Several consignments of.gold are on 
the way from England to the United 
States. According, to the latest ad- 
vices received in. banking circles a total 
of $6,000,000 is now headed for New 
York, making. a total of $12'500,000 to 
be shipped from England since the Bank 
of England reduced its official redis- 
count rate from 4% to 4 per cent. 

The latest consignments are a ship- 
ment of $4,000,000 for the Irving Bank- 
Columbia Trust Co., and $2,000,000 for 
the. Farmers Loan & Trust Co. The 
shipments were made on the Majestic 
and the Leviathan.
